NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


D. O. Mills has resigned his director- 


ship in the Western Union. 


Senator Angus Cameron was nomi- 


nated for United States Senator on the 
fonrth ballot in the Republican caucus 
at Maderson. 


Senator Fair has been assigned to the 


Committees on Mines and Mining, 
Public Lands, and Bailroads. Farley 
of California is Chairman of the first- 
named committee. 


The Congressional Committee of the 


rational Greenback party have issued 
an address to the people of the United 
States beginning with a remarkably 
vigorous and lucid statement of the 
wrongs perpetrated by the 
National 


•v"Banks. The railroad and telegraph com- 


panies are also arraiuged. They advise 
the formation of 
Greenback clubs, 


and predict a final triumph. 


Thtre is some comment on the fact 


that Senator Conkliug has not yet put 
iu an appearance at the White House. 
As he has not crossed its threshold for 
over four years, it is buggpfited that he 
may not know the way there. When 
Senator Elaine went to the White House 
with Garfield on inauguration day it 
was just thrto years and seven months 
since he had visited the Presidential 
mansion or held any communication 
•with its occupants. 


Another Ohio man has come to the 


iront in the person of Judge James W. 
McDill, appointed by Governor Greer 
of Iowa to succeed Kirkwood in the 
Senate.
